2nd. 
No part of the taxes you pay lite city goes into the cemetery fund. 
Ii must be 
self-sustaining. 


3rd. 
The only revenue available for the upkeep of the cemetery 
is 
from 
digging 
graves, special work done for lot owners, and money collected from lot owners for the care 
of iii* ir lots. 
There is no revenue from the sale of lots in the old cemetery, as they have 
all long ago been sold. 


4th. 
Many h a v e regularly paid for the care of their lots, but a very much huger 
number have not, and each year the list of those who p a y grows smaller, and it has reach­ 
ed a pour where Hie hoard lias no funds to continue th e work, unless the lot owners pay 
the amount du* as provided in the city ordinance.
